This  was  too  much  for 
youthful  temerity  to  endure.  They  were

Don  Carlos  fell  in  love  with  her,  and  made 
her  a  declaration  in  ;on»iu,  which  the  queen 
was  weak  enough  to  answer,   begging   him 
to  desist  from  his  suit,    because  slie,  being 
bound  by  the  most  sacred  ties  to  his  lather, 
could  never  be  his.     This  letter  miscarried, 
and  came,  the  priest  says  he  does  not  know 
in  what  wav,  into  the  hands  of  Philip,  who, 
finding  it  by  far  too  warm,    strongly  repri- 
manded   his   wife  and  son    and   forbade 
them,  under  severe  penalties,   to  see  each 
other  or  to  write  to   one   anot*  ir.      Don 
Carlos,      instead       of      repenting,      con- 
ceived    a     very     stroni:     hatred     of      his 
father,  and  relished   any   misiortnn»!   that 
might  befall  him."     One  result  of  this  was 
that  he  entered  into  corro3pondent|c  with 
the  Prince  of  Orange  and  Counts  E.ijiuout 
and  Horn,    promising  to  join  their  move- 
ment aud.it  possible,  to  persuade  his  fath- 
er to  give  him  the  command  of  the  tro  q)s  in 
the  Low  Countries,  which   he  could  then 
transfer,  together  with  himself,  to  tn>' ranks 
of  the  insurgents.  .\.gain  the  Prince  was  un- 
lucky in  papers  revealing  the  project,  or.at 
least,  suggesting  a  scent  cf  it,  falling  into 
his  father's  hands.  First,  the  King  proless- 
ed  to  believe  that  it  was  a  case  of  heresy, 
and  arresting  Don  Carios,    referred   him 
to  the  Inquisition.     They   pronounced  the 
Prince  to  be  a  good  Catholic,  and  the  King 
next  resolved  to  proceed  against  him  for 
hi"h  treason.     He  himself  dictated  the  ac- 
cusation, which  was  signed  by  three  priests 
of  whom  one  wtis  the  Prince's  own  conles- 
eor,  and  the  author  of  the  memoir.     "The 
King  told  them   to  keep    the  proceedintre 
secret  in   order    not    to  make    public  the 
shameful  conduct  of  his  son,    and  ho  add- 
ed,  although    he  was  perfectly  justified, 
•there  are  people  who  would  think    him 
hard  and  sanguinary  if  they  were  to  know 
the  truth.'     He  intended,  therefore,  after- 
wards to  have  the  rumor  spread  that  Don 
Carios  had    died  of  illness,    or  something 
similar."  .     ,, 

At  first  Don  Carlos  denies  categorically, 
and  in  the  most  determined  miumr,  all 
the  charges  against  him.  Toriure  is 
threatened,  but  he  still  persists  iu  his  de- 
ni  d.  Torture  is  then  actually  applied;  the 
hangmuu,  who,  with  his  assistant  has 
been  brought  blin  'fold  to  the  house,  fas- 
tens the  cords  to  his  hands,  and  he  and 
his  assistant  give  four  turns.  Tire  accused 
heaves  a  deep  sigh  and  remains  aa  though 
he  were  dead.  They  throw  water  over  his 
fiice,  and  he  recovers.  When  the  execu- 
tioner prepares  himself  to  continue,  the 
Prmce  declaies  that  he  will  tell  the  truth. 
The  sime  questions  are  read  to  him  which 
he  had  denied.  He  confirms  all  of  them. 
The  C'^urt  declares  tne  inquisition  con- 
cluded, and  decrees  that  (he  cause  is  to  be 
'heard."  Then  the  record  proceeds  as  fol- 
lows: . 

The  court  assembled.  Antonio  Perez  re- 
peated hi;"  accusation,  and  asked  that  Don 
Carlos  be  beheaded.  Escovedo  (who  is  spo- 
ken of  throughcui  as  counsel  for  Don  ('ar- 
los,  but  who  was  really  one  of  the  judges) 
repeats  his  defence,  and  as  Is  at  all  events 
a  milder  punishment  Antonio  Perez  and 
Escovedo  take  their  seats  at  the  table.at  the 
right  and  left  of  the  President.  They  con- 
for.  Thu  President  pronounces  the  sentence 
of  death  and  confiscation  of  all  property 
against  the  Prince  Don  Carlos  of  Austria. 
(The  sentence,  dated  2l8t  of  February,  is 
verbatim  inserted.)  The  titting  concluded 
at  daybreak.  The  judges  and  the  friars 
went,"  however,  to  see  the  King.  They 
found  him  saying  prayers.  Vargas  informed 
him  that  the  sentence  was  pronounced.— 
The  King  read  all  the  proceedings  with 
great  attention,  and  especially  the  final 
judgment  He  asked,  "Is  all  conformed 
to  law  ?"  "Yes,  sire,"  answered  Vargas.— 
"Have  all  means  of  accusation  and  defence 
been  exhausted  ?"  "Yes,  sire,"  repeated 
Vargas;  "we  have  conducted  the  case  as 
thongh  the  Prince  w»re  a  common  subject. 
and  thisis  the  result."  "I  observe  here  an 
omission  in  the  questions,"  said  the  King; 
"the  Prince  has  not  been  asked  how  many 
accomplices  he  has,  and  wh->  they  are."— 
Vargas  excused  himself.  The  King  was 
not  angry,  and  said  if  the  prince  should 
confess  he  would  not  sign  the  sent- 
ence. We  all  were  astonished  at  the 
firmness  of  mind,  (enterezn)  cf  the 
Kii  g,  for,  according  to  our  manner  of  un- 
derstanding (a  neuat'O  mndo  de  ententifr). 
he  should  have  shown  sorrow  for  the  fate 
that  was  prepared  for  his  8«n.  He,  with  a 
serene  face,  and  without  betraying  the  least 
sign  of  grief,  serenely  and  calmly  signed 
the  sentence  of  his  son."  The  King  re- 
talned  the  papers,  in  order  to  examine  them 
more  at  leisure.  The  judges  and  witnesses 
went  to  ask  the  Prince  about  his  accom 
plices.  The  Prince  said  ho  had  none,  and 
if  he  had  he  would  not  betray  them.  Vargas 
admonished  him,  but  to  no  purpose.  When 
they  returned  to  the  King  and  informed 
him  of  the  answer  of  the  Prince,  he  ob- 
served, "He  is  very  generous,  but  I  wi-sh 
he  were  less  so."  The  King  delivered  the 
sentence  to  Vargas. 

The  next  night  the  judges  and  witnesses 
went  to  the  room  of  the  Prince,  whom  they 
found  in  bed,  and  who  seemeil  to  be  sur- 
prised. As  there  was  no  c!erk,  Vargas  read 
to  him  the  sentence.  The  Prince  was 
frightened,  and  exclaimed,  "Is  there  no 
help?'  "No,"  answered  Vargas,  "the 
King  has  already  signed."  The  Prince 
broke  out  in  lamentations.  'It  is  impos- 
sible 1"  he  exclaimed,  "that  my  lather 
pushes  things  to  such  ext'emes.  I  want 
to  see  him.  Go  and  ask  him  to  corne  ;  he 
will  perhaps  nullify  the  sentence."  The 
Prin<e  broke  out  in  tears.  Those  wiio 
were  present  were  moved.  Escovedo 
went  to  inform  Philip  of  the  wishes 
of  his  son.  Philip  answered  that  ho 
would  not  see  him.  because  ho  had  already 
delivered  him  into  the  hands  of  justice.and 
tho  judgment  was  just  Although  the  sen- 
tence must  be  weouted,  he  forgave  him.-- 
When  Escovedo  came  back  with  this  an- 
swer the  Prince  was  in  despair.  Those 
who  were  present  comforted  him,  and  the 
Prince,  being  a  young  man  of  high  spirits. 
became  calmer.  "When  am  I  to  be  execu- 
ted?" he  asked.  Vargas  answered.  "In 
three  days."  The  Prince  begged  to  be  ex- 
ecuted on  the  spot,  or  next  d.iy,  at  latest. 
Aa  he  wis  ed  to  be  left  alone,  all.  with  the 
exception  of  tho  confessor,  went  to  in- 
form the  King  of  his  demand.  The  King 
granted  it 

The  conversations  of  the  confessor  with 
Prince  are  next  given,  the  Prince  declaring 
his  only  desire  being  to  do  justice  to  »hi 
Flemish,  who  against  all  reason  and  justice 
were  oppressed ;  and  that  the  Que»'n  was 
enterelv  innocent.  Then  tho  narrativo  de- 
scribes the  preparations  for  death: 

A  chapel  is  prepared  in  a  conf'guou-^ 
room,  into  which  the  sacred  vessels,  .t-  , 
from  the  Royal  Chapel  an*  brought.  I'lre 
Prince  confesses.  Mass  is  said.  The 
Prince  praye  with  his  confessor  until  Var- 
gas. Perez  and  Escovedo  enter  the  room. 
The  Prince  takes  a  crucifix  from  tho  hands 
of  the  confessor,  and  put  it  on  his  month, 
fir  it  was  clear  that  he  still  bore  very  ill- 
will  towards  his  jiidg's.  Tho  Prince  for- 
gives his  father.  Tho  confeKsor  exhorts 
him  to  forgive  also  his  judges,  leading  hin 
slowly  to  the  room  where  the  exeeution  is 
to  take  place.  The  Prince  says:  "I  for- 
give all." 
They  enter  a  room  where  a   large  arm 


quantity  of   naw-dnst      The  executioner 
stands  near  it  with  his  knife.      The  Prince 
is  not  frightened  by  that  sight     He  is  seat- 
ed on  the  chair.     The  executioner  bege  his 
pardon,  and  the  Prince  in  a  gracious  man- 
ner gives  him  his  band  to  kias.       The  exe- 
cutioner ties  his  legs  and  arms  with  'antas 
[I  do  know  that  word,  says  Bergenroth]  of 
Cologne  to  the  legs  and  arms  ot  the  chair;

and  Dlaces  himself  with  the    knife  in    his 
hand       behind        the        Prince.         The 
Prince  says  to  the  confessor,  "Prey  for  my 
soul."    The  confessor  eays  the  Credo,  and 
the  Prince  responds    in   a   clear  and  firm 
voice.     When  he  pronounced    the  words 
'  nnico   fijo"-ouly    son     the    executioner 
put  his  knife  to  his  throat,   and  a  stroam 
of  blood  rushes  down  on  tho  sawdust    1  he 
Prince  struggles    little;     the    knife    being 
verv    sharp,     had    out    well.     J  he    exe- 
cutioner   takes    the    bandage    from    tho 
exes,     which    are      closed.     The    face   is 
pale,  like  that  cf  a  corpse,  out  has  preserv- 
ed its  natural  expression.    The  executioner 
unties    tho      corpse.       wraps      it    in    a 
black  baize  cloth,   and  puts  it  in  a  corner 
of  the  room.     That  done,   Antonio  Perez 
flies  all  at  once  at  the  executioner,  accusing 
him  of  having  stolen   the  diamonds  of  the 
Prince.

1  he  exe- 
cutioner confesses,  protests  his  innocence, 
is  led  ont  by  two  of  the  soldiers  into  the 
court-yard,  and  two  detonations  of  arqne- 
busies  are  heard.

TERKIBLE  MINE  ACCIDENF 

A  Block  of  Houses  and  Two  Famlllea 
ijMallowed  I'p  li»  •«»  Old  Blliie. 

At  Stockton,  two  miles  from   Hazelton, 
Pa.,  about  five   o'clock  on  the  morning  of 
Iho  18th,  tho  earth  over  a  mine  which  had 
not   been    worked   for  fifteen  years,  gave 
wav.     One  block  of  houses  was  swallowed 
up'so  quickly  that  two   families  living  >" 
tht  m  ha<l  not  time  to  escape,  except  one 
girl  who  had  fled  from  a  house,  but  not  far 
enough  to  escape  from  falling.     She  foil  on 
tho  top  of  the    houses    and    was  rescued. 
Three    families    living     in    an    adjoining 
block    had   just    escaped  when  the  whole 
block  went  down.     Tuero  were  ten   per- 
sons swallowed  up  with  the  houses.     Geo. 
Suank,  his  wife  and  four  children,  and  Mr. 
Ketch,  his  wife,    child   and   mother,  were 
tho      unfortunates.       They    are  still      iu 
the  mine,  and  must  certainly  all  bo  dead. 
The  Hazelton    steam    fire-engine  has  been 
throwing  a  continual  stream  on  the  ruins 
since  daylight,  and  the  firemen  are  doing 
all  in  their  power.     A   rope    has  been  ex- 
tended around  the  hole  and  all  persons  ex- 
cluded   from     the    immediate    vicinity.— 
Trains  are  running  from  Hazelton  every 
hour  to  the  scone  of  the  disaster,  and  will 
do  so  until  all    the  bodies  are  recovered, 
which  will  be   some  time  yet,  as  it  is  still 
diiugerons  to  enter  on  the  work  of  rescue. 
The  earth  is  still  continuing  to  fall  in  and 
enlarging  the  cavity  continu.vily.     The  ex- 
citement is  very  great  and  is  increasing.— 
Families  iu  the'  vicinity  are  moving  out  of 
the  houses,  fearing  theirs  «ill  go  next.     It 
IS  tho  general  opinion  that  thi»  other  houses 
will  tall  in.     There  is  also   danger  of  the 
mine  taking  fire. 

The  cause  of  the  accident  was  working 
the  breast  in  the  colliery  too  m  ar  the  sur- 
face under  the  houses,  there  being  only 
about  two  hundred  feet  of  space  where 
they  caved  in.  Only  two  days  before  a 
couple  of  pi  rsoDS  in  a  truck  were  pitched 
into  a  similar  hole,  where  a  portion  of  the 
railroad  had  given  way  over  some  workings 
that  approached  too  near  the  surface. 


Exliuumlion  in  Ohio  of  the  Remains  of 
A  Megatlieriiim. 

From  tho  Coiumbus  State  Journal,  Deo.  6. 

There  is  now  on  exhibition  at  the  rooms 
of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  or  Head- 
quarters cf  the  Geological  Corps,  a  section 
of  the  femur  or  thigh  bone  of  an  animal  of 
the  Mastodon  species,  the  fossilized  re- 
mains of  which  were  recently  discovered 
iu  Union  County.  These  remains  were 
found  in  a  drift  formation  about  three  feet 
below  the  surface,  and  are  similar  to  the 
remains  of  the  Megatherium  k)und  in 
other  parts  of  tho  State.  Arrangements 
wore  made  by  Mr.  Klippart,  of  the  Geolo- 
t;ical  Corps,  to  have  the  skeleton  or  the 
parts  thereof  removed  with  care.  Before 
excavations  had  proceeded  far  bad 
weather  set  in,  and  work  has  beeu 
abandoned.  The  seotion  of  the  femur, 
upper  part  with  socket  ball,  is  about  twen- 
ty inches  in  length,  of  about  half  the  length 
of  the  thigh  bone.  This  would  make  the 
aggregate  length  of  the  bones  of  the  leg 
about  ten  feet.  The  ball  is  twenty-two  in- 
ches in  ciroumfereuoe,  and  the  bone  lower 
down  of  course  much  Lirger.  From  the 
part  of  the  skeleton  secured,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  height  of  the  animal  was  twelve 
and  a  h»lf  feet  and  the  length  twenty  feet, 
and  the  skeleton  entire  much  larger  than 
the  specimen  now  in  the  British  Museum. 
As  this  particular  species,  or  remains  there- 
of, have  been  found  only  iu  Ohio,  this 
specimen  has  been  named  the  Megatheriuvi 
Ohioensis.  The  animals  lived,  it  is  sup- 
posed, in  the  period  immediately  preced- 
ing the  human  period,  and  were  alter  the 
elephant  type. 

Exhuming  opperations  will  be  resumed 
in  the  Spring,  aud  if  thf  skeleton  is  reraov- 
ed  iu  good  shape  or  a  good  state  of  preser- 
vation, it  will  be  set  up  in  the  Echo  Room 
at  the  Capitol,  where  the  fossils  collected 
by  the  Geological  Corps  are  now  being  ar- 
ranged and  stored. 

A  Literary  Curiosity. 

The  little  catalogue  of  Constant  Meyer's 
paintings,  just  published  by  the  auction-

is  to  say,  that  they  were  never  produced  by 
the  poets  to  whom  they  are  imputed.  Gems 
they  are,  nevertheless,  and  not  paste,  and 
their  close  resemblance  in  rhythm  and 
style  to  their  suppositious  authors  consti- 
tutes their  excellence.  How  very  like  Brown- 
ing is  this:

Sir  Walter  Scott  is  said  to  have  remarked 
of  tho  imitation  of  his  octo-syllabies  in  the 
"Rejected  Addresses,"  that  he  had  a  con- 
fused recollccti.'B  of  having  written  it  him- 
self; and  wo  can  very  well  fancy  Emerson 
hunting  throng^  his  published  poems  for 
this  pasnage,  which  is  signed  with  his  name:

"I'oikJ't"  Mining. 

From  M  irk  Twuiu'R  "Aniujnl  ihe  World." 
In  one  lull.'  comer  of  California  is  found 
a    species  of   mining  N\hich  is  seldom  or 
nevt<r  mentioned    in  "print     It    is  called 
"pocket-mining,"  and  1  am  not  aware  that 
any  of  it  is  dono  outside  of  tliat  little  cor- 
ner.    Tho  gold  is  not  evenly  distributed 
through    tho  surface    dirt,  as  iu  ordinary 
placer  mines,  but  is  collected  inlittle  spots, 
and  they  are   very  wide   apart  and  exceed- 
ingly hard  to  ftud,butwheu  you  do  find  one 
you  reap  a  rich  aud  sudden  harvest.  There 
are  nr>t  u(jw  mor^  than  '20  pocket  miners  in 
that  entire  littlo  region.     I    think    I  know 
every    ouo    of    them    periiouttlly.     I  have 
known  one  of  them  to  hunt  patiently  about 
tho  hillsides  every  day  lor  8  months  without 
finding  gold  enough  to  mako  a  snutt-box 
his  grocery  bill  running   up  reluntleesly  all 
tho  time-  and  then  I  have  seen  him  find 
a  pocket  aud  take  out  of  it  a  thousand  dol- 
lars in  two  dips  of  his  shovel.     I  have  seen 
him  take  out  $3,000  iu  two  hours,  aud  go 
and  pay    np    every  cent  of  his  in<leblnfcss, 
then  enter  on  a  dazzling  spree  that  finished 
tho  last  r.f  hie  treasure  before  tho  night  was 
gone.  And  the  next  day  he  bought  his  gro- 
ceries on  credit  as  usual,  and  shouldered 
his  pan    and    shovel    ami   went  oft'  to  the 
hills  hunting  jiockets  again  happy  and  con- 
tent.    This  is  perhaps  the  most  fascinating 
of  all   the    diflerent    kinds  of  mining,  and 
furnishes  a  very    handsome   percentage  of 
victims  to  tho  lunatic  asylum.     Honest  toil 
aud  moderate  gains  in  tiliops  and  on  farms 
have  their  virtues  and    their    ndvanlages. 
When  a  uiau  consents  to  seek  for  sudden 
riches  he  docs  it  at  his  peril.     [No  charge.  J 
Pocket  huutmg  i-^  an  ingenious  process. 
You  take  a  spadeful  of  earili  from  the  hill- 
side and  put  It  iu  a  largo  tin  pan  and  dis- 
solve and  wa.sh  it  gradually  away  till  noth- 
ing ie  lelt    but  a   teaspoonful  of  fine  sedi- 
ment    Whatever  gold   was  in   that  earth 
has  remained,  because,  being  tho  heaviest, 
it  has  sought  the  bottom.   Among  the  sedi- 
niiiit  you  will  find  a   half  dozen  shining 
particles  no   larger  than  pin-heads.     You 
are   df  lighted.     You  movo  ofl'  to  one  siae 
and  wash  another  pan.      It  you  find  gold 
again,  von  move  to  one  Bide  further,  and 
wash  a'third  pan.     If  you  find  ?io  gold  this 
time,  you  are  delighted  again,  because  you 
know  you  are  on  the  right  scent.      You  lay 
an  imaginary  plan,  Bhaj)ed  like  a  fan,  with 
its  handle  up  the  hill -for  just  where  the 
end  of  the  handle  is,  vou  argue  that  the  /ich 
deposit  lies  hidden,  whose  vagrant  grains  of 
gold  have  escaixd  and  been  washed  down, 
spreading    farther    and  farther    apart    as 
they  wandered.     And  so  you  proceed  np 
the  hill,  washing  the  earth  aud  narrowing 
your  lines  every  time  thu  absence  of  gold 
iu  the  pan  shows  that  you  are  outside  of 
the  fan  ;  and  at  last,  20  yards  up  the   hill 
your  lines  have  converged  to  a  point-a 
single  foot  from  that  point  yon  cannot  find 
any  gold.     Your  breath  comes  short  aud 
quick,  you  are   feverish   with   excitement ; 
the  dinner-bell  may  ring  its  clapper  oflF,  you 
pay  no  atteutif>n  ;  friends  may   die,    wed- 
dings transpire,    housea  burn  down,  they 
arenothing  to  you  ;  you  sweat  and  dig  aud 
delve    with  a  Vraiitic  iuteiest— and  all  at 
once  5  on  strike  it !    Up  comes  a  spade  full 
of  earth  and  quartz  that  is  all  lovely  with 
Koilel  lumps  aud  leaves  and  sprays  of  gold. 
Sometimes  that  one  spadeful  is  all  -  $500. 
Sometimes  the  nest   contains  SIO.OOO,  aud 
it  takes  yon  three  or  four  days  to  j;et  it  all 
ont.     The  pocKet-miners   tell  of  one  nest 
that  yielded  SCO.OOO  aud  two  men  exhaust- 
ed it    in   nvo  weeks,   and  then   sold  the 
ground  for  SIO.OOO   to  a  party  who   never 
j;ot  $300  out  of  it  alterwanl. 

'rho  hogs  are  good  pocket  hunters.  All 
the  summer  they  root  around  the  bushes, 
and  turn  up  a  thousand  little  piles  of  dirt 
.ind  then  the  miners  long  lor  the  rains;  for 
(he  rains  beat  upon  these  little  piles  and 
•vash  them  down  and  expose  the  gold,  pos- 
biblv  nght  over  a  pocket  Two  pockets 
were  found  iu  tLis  way  by  the  same  man  iu 
one  day.  One  had  S5,0(X)  in  it  and  the 
other  $H,000.  That  man  could  appreciate 
it  for  he  hadn't  had  a  cent  for  about  a  year. 
Iu  Tuolumne  lived  two  miners  who  used 
to  go  to  the  ueighbi  ring  village  in  the  af- 
ternoon and  return  every  night  with  house- 
hold supplies.  Part  ot  the  distance  they 
traversed  a  trail,  and  nearly  always  sat 
dowu  to  rest  on  a  great  boulder  that  hiy 
beside  the  path.  In  the  course  ot  thirteen 
years  they  had  worn  that  boulder  tolerably 
smooth,  sitting  on  it  By  and  by  ■  wo  vagrant 
Mexicans  came  along  and  occupied  the  seat 
They  began  to  amuse  thenselvcs  by  chip- 
ping off  flakes  from  the  boulder  with  a 
sledge  hummer.  They  examined  one  of 
these  flakes  aud  found  it  rich  with  gold. 
Thiit  boulder  paid  them  S800  afterward 
Bnt  tho  aggravating  circumstance  was  that 
these  "Greasers"  knew  tht  there  must  be 
more  gold  where  that  boulder  came  from, 
and  so  thev  went  panning  up  tho  hill  and 
found  what  was  probably  the  richest  pock- 
et that  region  has  yet  produced.  It  took 
three  mouths  to  exUaust  it,  aud  it  yielded 
$120,000.  Tho  two  American  miners  who 
used  to  sit  on  tha  boulder  are  poor  yet,  and 
tbey  take  turn  about  in  getting  up  eariy  iu 
the  morning  to  curse  those  Mexicans— and 
then  it  comes  down  to  pure  omamenttl 
wheing,  the  native  American  is  gifted  above 
oirssons  of  men.

It  is  handsotue, 
heavy  in  appearance, and  yet  the  deception 
doe^  not  consist  altogether  iii  *'dyc."  The 
orgnnzine  or  wrap  is  good,  honest  silk,  but 
tho  "tram."  or  tilling,  is  iu  every  sense  of 
the  vord  "shoddy."  The  refuse  or  waste 
silk  is  gathered  from  other  mills;  old,  dam- 
agetl  cocoons  are  bought  aud  chopped  up, 
and  Kilk  is  s]>un  from  this  material  Justus 
thrt  ;id  is  drawn  from  raw  cotton.  This 
makes  a  beautiful  tilling,  as  it  "beats  Jip"' 
quite  as  wt  U  as  the  "thread"  of  tho  worm, 
but  it  will  not  wear  like  geunino  silk.  That 
is  n  it  the  proper  word,  for  it  is  all  silk. 
We  meiui  we  prefer  the  work  performed  by 
the  first  worm.  It  requires  different  lua- 
chinery  to  make  this  kind  of  silk,  and  only 
one  house  in  the  I'nited  States  luake.^  it. 
Thi  house  has  rolled  up  au  immense  for- 
tuu  '  at  the  expense  of  woman's  credulity. 

C  >miug  to  Paterson,  the  lirsl  thing  to  be 
obs'Tved  in  the  mautifacture  of  silk  is  the 
ntn^ost  care  and  precision,  from  the  mo- 
mei  t  the  silk  is  found  in  tho  hands  of  the 
woikmen,  to  the  time  it  is  put  np  aud 
labt  led  for  the  market. 

PRiKESS  OF    TUE  M.VNTPAl-mir. 

Through  every  stage  of  progress  th« 
thri  ad  must  be  tested  by  weight.  The 
worm  sets  th(»  example  of  arbitrary  mathe- 
matics, and  the  law  must  be  followed  to 
the  enti  The  raw  silk  has  been  taken 
frori  the  bale,  plnnged  into  boiling  soapy 
wat  -r,  and  the  gum  is  nniovcd.  It  is  now 
pliable,  glossy,  and  as  inde^jcribablo  as 
dew .  After  drying  the  skeins  are  slipped 
npoa  reels,  which  revolve  u;>ou  an  axis 
whi  ih  is  fastened  to  a  table. 

A  thread  from  each  'kein  passes  up- 
waid  over  a  smooth  mettil  or  glnss  rod  and 
is  wound  upon  a  bobbin.  Tho  thread 
pasies  through  a  glass  eye.  xtbich  is  mov- 
abl  .  in  order  to  midie  an  even  bobbin. 
Thi  work  is  almost  always  performed  by 
chi  dren.  A  continuous  tliYcad,  sometimes 
twc  thousand  yards  in  length,  from  the 
sane  skein,  is  vonntl  upon  the  bobbin. 
Th  •  spools,  all  tilled,  are  now  placed  upon 
a  laaohin?  lor  cleaning  purposes.  The 
bobbins  are  placed  in  a  row,  and  the 
thr  ad  is  made  to  pass  between  two  steel 
i  knives,  whose  edges  are  brought  very  near 
tog  'ther.  A  similar  set  ot  bobbins  re- 
cei<  es  the  thread  as  it  is  unwound, 

DOUELIXO  AND  TWISTING. 

After  the  cleansing  the  silk  is  doubled. 
Aft' r  the  doubling  it    is   twisted  so  many 
times  to  the  inch.   After  going  through  tho 
to    think  that    sane  process  a  second  time,  it  is  now  rtadj 
ours  must  be  '  for  the  "dye  house."

Nineteen  large  t-f  p- 
arate  estabUshments  may  be  found  within 
its  limits. 

RAW  SILK— WH.\T  IT  LOOKS  LIKE. 

About  the  same  quantities  of  Italian, 
Japanece.  and  Chinese  silt,  iu  a  raw  state, 
are  importt-d  into  this  country.  The  skeins 
of  silk,  when  tirst  t«iken  from  the  bale,  look 
like  masses  of  tangled  spider's  web.  Can 
it  be  poseble  that  human  fingers  can  bring 
regularity  out  ot  this  confrsion"?  The  se- 
cret is  in  a  nntshelL  Each  fairy  thread 
possesses  the  strength  of  tha  same  size  of 
spun  steel.  Jlayor  Kyle  says,  "The  silk 
hasvitalitv;  it  is  alive."  For  some  nnex- 
plain'»d  reason,  silk  in  Japan  and  China  is 
sometimes  kept  for  years  before  it  comes 
into  market.  In  the  meantime  it  has  lost 
a  great  portion  of  its  Titality,  and  in  &  like 
ratio  deteriorated  in  value. 

The  silk  vrhich  comes  from  the  South  of 
France  and  North  of  Italy,  and  known  in 
the  market  as  "Italian  silk,"  is  the  most 
perfect  production  of  the  worm  on  the  face 
of  the  giobe. 

The  cocoons  of  Califjrnia  are  of  just  as 
much  promise,  but  Calilornia  as  yet,  owing 
to  the  inf.mcy  of  tho  enterprise,  has  not 
even  been  abb.*  to  supply  other  parts  of  the 
world  with  seed.  Owing  to  climate,  or 
other  advantasies.  California  is  enabled  to 
develop  a  healthy  worm. 

HOW  THE  Qr  ALITT  OF  SKEINS  IS  DECIDED. 

The  skeins  of  silk,  when  first  lifted  from 
the  bale  are  not  found  to  be  of  uniform 
quality.  The  "raw"  thread  is  composed 
of  the  strands  or  web  drawn  from  different 
numbers  of  cocsons,  varying  from  four  to 
twelve.  The  difference  is  decided  by 
scales  so  dehcate  that  a  feather  disturbs  its 
equilibrium. 

The  outer  shell  of  th«  cocoon  proper,  or 
the  first  production  of  the  worm,  is  the  best 
silk.  The  last  spinning  of  the  worm  is  a 
finer,  weaker,  darker  thread.  It  seems  to 
partake  of  the  nature  of  a  vegetable  sedi- 
ment. Sometimes  it  is  stained  with  the 
Vkody  of  the  chrysalis.  This  kind  of  silk 
has  lost  a  large  proportion  of  that  which 
<  ■'  manufacttuers  call  vitality.  These  dif- 
'  cnces  in  the  skeins  are  detected  by  the 
« j.-i;,  and  also  by  ths  sen^e  of  touch. 

After  silk  has  been  assorted  it  is  put  into 
b  r.lers  of  soapy  water,  and  boiled  for  a 
t  rtain  length  of  time,  in  order  to  remove 
tiie  gum.  This  gum  is  the  saliva  or  secre- 
ti'^ns  of  the  worm.  By  this  process  the 
!' unnfacturers  lose  twenty-five  per  cent. 
int  this  is  usually  returned,  with  more  or 
'chS  interest,  by  dyeing. 

NO   CH£A1>  &ILK. 

A  visit  to  the  silk  mills  has  disclosed  the 
awful  fact  that  thero  is  no  such  thing  as 
cheap  silk,  any  more  than  there  is  cheap 
gold.  It  is  true  we  find  sham  silks  and 
dr>Uar  jf'welry  in  the  market,  and  both  bear 
exactly  the  same  relation  to  the  origin  \1. 
An  ounce  of  pure  silk  is  worth  its  weight 
in  silver  all  over  the  civilized  globe. 

Without  consulting  the  opinion  of  the 
ftilk  manufacturer,  it  is  the  belief  of  the 
writer  that  the  Chinese  and  Japanese  bar- 
barians send  to  outsiders  only  their  refuse 
silks.  If  we  had  our  choice  in  their  mar- 
kets as  we  have  in  France  and  Italy  (yet 
we  are  somewhat  restricted  there,  for  they 
are  jealous  of  our  progress),  wo  should 
find  their  "raw  silks"  quite  as  good  as 
Italian.  China  ana  Japan  treat  the  world 
with  tea  such  as  they  never  taste  them- 
selves. To  our  sorrow  we  have  learned 
their  adulteration  of  this  beverage.  We 
know  that  tea  is  s(^ut  us  after  having  been 
already  "steeped."  By  what  means  shall 
we  decipher  the  secrets  of  the  silken 
skeins  ? 

It  is  very  natural  for  a  woman  to  want  a 
heavy,  elegant  silk  dress  for  as  moderate  a 
sum  as  it  can  possibly  be  procured.  How 
eun  it  be  cheap  when  silk,  just  as  the  worm 
leaves  it,  is  worth  sixteen  dollars  per 
pound?  The  df sired  resut  is  brought 
uVjout  in  just  exactly  the  way  that  "Erie 
stock,"  was  enhanced  in  value.  The  pur- 
chaser^ puys  for  the  price  for  the  "dye 
stuffs."  To  such  perfection  abroad  have 
the  dyers  brought  this  art  they  are  now  en- 
abled to  make  silk  weigh  five  times  as 
much  as  it  did  before  the  process  of  dyo 
ing.  For  instancp,  one  ounce  of  silk  pre- 
p-ired  for  the  loom,  when  returned  from 
the  dye-house  weighs  five  ounces. 

now    TO   CHOOSE    Bl^VCtt    81LK. 

When  a  woman  is  about  to  choose  black 
silk,  it  is  well  to  pull  ouf  a  thread  of  the 
"tram,"  or  filling.  She  must  try  the 
strength  of  the  thread.  If  it  breaks  easily 
the  examination  has  not  gone  far  enough; 
it  is  wisdom  to  look  farther.  We  will  sup- 
pose the  thread  has  been  tried  and  iadi- 


upt  n  the  same  principles  followed  in  the 
cotion  mills. 

A  fter  leaving  the  looms  tho  silk  is  laid 
npc  n  tables,  and  skilled  workmen  remove 
the  slight  imperfections.  Sharp  knives  of 
a  p.'culiar  form  are  used  in  the  work.  The 
"tr  un  '  or  filling  of  the  silk  is  twisted  less 
tha  a  t'ae  warp;  for  this  reason  it  "beats 
up'  and  makes  a  closer,  handsomer  fabric. 
Th  ;  fining  to  thi^  day  is  often  spooled  up- 
on the  bobbins,  which  are  used  in  tho  shut- 
tlen  by  hand  labor. 

OIL  BOILED. 

In  old-fashioned  days,  before  our  Enro- 
pesin  forefathers  understood  the  perfection 
of  rogutry  in  dyeing,  they  too  had  un  itch- 
ing to  make  a  pound  of  silk  weigh  some- 
thing more  by  artificial  means;  so,  whilst 
the  young  girls  were  spooling  the  silk  for 
"fi'ling  in."  they  dipped  their  finger.-,  in  a 
preparation  of  oil  and  lampblavk.  By  this 
me.ms  two  ounces  or  more  were  added  to 
the  pound.  When  they  happened  toget  on 
so  much  that  the  boxes  which  held  the 
fab  "ic  were  so  oiled  these  silks  were  pro- 
noruccd  "oil  boiled."  To-day  there  are 
clei  ks  in  the  stores  who  will  talk  to  us 
abtut  these  "oil  boiled  silks,"  adding,  this 
kind  of  silk  "wears." 

After  the  silk  is  dyed  sometimes  a  little 
oil  is  used  for  softening  purposes,  but  any- 
thing additional  is  a  positive  injury  to  the 
silk.  When  twice  the  weight  of  dye  is 
used  for  silk  than  is  necessary,  the  silk  is 
de|  'reciated  just  half  in  value.  If  thi  ice  is 
ndi  ed  the  silk  is  depreciated  three-fold. 

I'-y  these  and  kindred  sorceries  the 
Frt  nch  are  trying  to  drive  American  manu- 
fac'ures  out  of  the  market.  Thero  are  no 
secrets  in  the  manufactories  at  Paterson. 
Thsro  is  only  one  establishment  in  the 
country  that  makes  "spun  goods,"  and 
tho<e  are  made  in  tho  land  of  "wooden 
nutmegs  "

He  witnoiKcd  the  pitiudcriii^;  or'  my  ;,-.](al^ 
anil  got  a  share  ot  them,  aud  I  have  given 
hin  bends  and  eloth  snflijient  to  bnv  prf>vi«- 
lotn  for  himself  in  th"  w»y  back  to  Zanzibar.

Ilia  Mannrr  of  l-lving-  Mi^hat  He 
Thinks  of  tlie  lloiuaM  Council  aiid 
tit*  Popr. 

A  corrispoiident  ol  th©    N.    Y.    Herald, 
writing'  frt-mi   Constantinople,    under  «late 
of  tho  5lh  iiist.,    gives   this   account   of    a 
visit  to  tho  Patriarch  of  tho  Gresk  Chinch: 
After  having  luatlo    application   through 
he  proper  authorities    I    received    a   note 
tstatiiig  that  the  Patriarch  would  bo  glad  to 
see  iiie  at  two  o'ldock  in    tho    alternouu. — 
Starting  from  my  hottd  iu  Pera,  the  Euro- 
pean quarter  of  the  city,     1    folh>wed    my 
guide  through  on«'  of  tho    most  character- 
istics parts  of  C'oiistantiuople.       From  the 
heights  uf  Pera  are  to  be  stwn    Stambonl, 
or  the  ancient  city,  built,  like    Kome,    on 
seven  bills,  with  the  land  locked   and   un- 
rivaled harbor  of    the  Ciolden    Horn  on  the 
one  side  and  tho  broad  and  swiftly  tlowing 
wati  rs  of  the  Hosphoruson  tho  other.     Ou 
tho  sb)i1^  of  the  hill    is    the    old    Turkish 
eeuioli-ry.  with    its    thousands    of    tomb- 
stones—^somo  urect    aud    well    preserved, 
others  broken  and  inclined,    and   many  ly- 
ing on  the  ground.     Passing  through    tho 
narrow,    crooked    aud    filthy  str.»et«  below 
the  cemetery,  I  soon  arrived  at  the  water's 
edge,  and.  ste}>ping    into    a    caiipif,     was 
rowed  quickly  across  the  (Joldeu    Horn. - 
Tho  Patriarchial  residence  ia  in    a  part  ol 
Stamboul  cilled  Phaiiar  -  [Phanar is  inliali- 
itod  mostly  by  Greeks.       From    this  name 
is  derived  the  term  Phanariote.    often  ap- 
plied to  the  (.Ireeks  of    Constantinople]  — 
iiiid  is  not  more  than  a  couple  of  minutes' 
walk  from  the  laudiuR  place. 

Upon  my  arrival  1  found  a  servant  await- 
ing uie,  by  whom  I  was  conducted  to  the 
room  of  tho  vicar,  Kleobulos.  After  ex- 
chauging  a  few  words  with  the  reverend 
gentleman  I  was  informed  that  His  Holi- 
ness tho  Patriach  was  ready  to  rect  ive  me. 
After  passing  through  two  outer  rooms, 
very  modestly  furnished,  I  was  ushered  in- 
to the  presence  of  Gregory,  Patriarch  of 
Constantinople. 

As  I  entered  the  room  the  Patriarch 
arose  frotu  the  sofa  on  which  he  was  sitting, 
and  when  the  formal)ty  of  introduction  was 
over  invited  mo  to  tike  a  seat  near  him. 
The  room  in  which  we  were  was  similar  to 
the  preceding  ones  iu  tho  modesty  of  its 
appointments.  A  table,  a  few  chairs,  a 
stove,  a  sofa,  occupying  one  end  anil  the 
greater  portion  of  two  sides  of  tho  room, 
completed  the  furniture.  The  Patriarch 
occupied  one  corner  of  the  sofa;  I  sat  on 
his  right  aud  the  vicar  on  his  left 

Knowing  already  that  I  came  from  Amer- 
ica the  Patriarch  says  he  was  aKvaya  grati- 
fied to  see  my  conidrymen,  and  inquired 
what  part  ol  the  United  States  I  camo  from. 
When  I  informed  him  that  I  came  from  the 
State  ot  Wisconsin  ho  remarked,  "Your 
State  forms  a  portion  of  the  Great  West, 
the  heart  of  America,  the  country  of  the  fu- 
ture." 

Servants  now  appeared  bringing  jellies, 
preserves  and  Turkish  coffee. 

While  partaking  of  these  refreshments 
the  conversation  turned  on  religion  in 
America,  a  subject  with  which  he  seemed 
very  fanii  iar.  He  sjioke  of  tho  letter  re- 
cently addressed  to  the  Pope  bv  Right 
Rev.  Dr.  Cix,  Bishop  rf  Buffalo,  \\iih 
this  letter  ho  expressed  himself  satisfied, 
and  sai.l  the  position  taken  by  tho  writer 
v.-a3  entirely  iu  accordance  with  that  main- 
tained by  the  Churches  of  Greece;  Russia, 
and  other  orthodox  sce.s  of  the  Orient 

I  now  asked  what  the  Eastern  Church 
thought  of  the  pcsition  claimed  by  the 
Pope. 

'ihe  answer  I  received  was  substantially 
as  follows:— "The  Pope  is  by  right  only 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Rome.  Prece- 
dence was  accorded  to  this  see  by  tho  early 
Church,  but  for  cenlnrie*.  neither  the  Ro- 
man bishop  nor  any  of  his  brother  bishops 
im.»^;iutd  tLat  he  bad  any  jurisdiction  be- 
yond the  limits  of  his  own  diocese." 

"Unity  of  the  Church,  as  now  under- 
stood at  Rome;  therefore  did  not  exist  in 
the  tir.-t  centuries 'i'"  I  asked. 

"No,"  was  the  reply.  "The  unity  of  the 
Churcit  up  to  the  time  of  the  Latin  schism 
was  everywhere  maintained  by  communion 
between  tho  sees,  or,  as  they  were  then 
cilled.  churches,  and  the  universtUor  Cath- 
olic Church,  the  Church  in  its  entirety, 
was  governed  by  councils,  firmed  of  dele- 
gates, meeting  as  equals,  and  sent  from  all 
parts  of  tho  Christian  wiald.  All  bishops 
wtTf  t  qnnl.  No  one  dared  to  dictate  to 
another  or  to  arrogate  to  himself  authority 
not  granted  by  a  council  of  the  Universal 
Church.  The  Bishop  of  Rome  was  simply 
'/>t)!(/H*.<!  buVrp' 'res'— the  firstamong  equals 
"Ihir^  const itulional  form  of  government  is 
still  pre:."rved  iu  pll  the  orthodox  Church- 
es of  the  Orient.  The  contrary  his  taken 
place  in  the  West  The  Bishop  of  Rome 
having  usurped  power  over  all  the  other 
sees,  succeeded  in  reducing  his  brother 
bishops  to  the  position  of  Lieutenants,  ml- 
in<?  in  subject  provinces,  and  obliged  to 
look  to  Rome  for  countenance  and  support 

"The  early  Christian  Churches  and  the 
Churches  of  Russia,  Greece  and  other 
countries  in  communion  with  them  may 
be  looked  upon,"  then,  I  asked,  "as  form- 
ing, in  a  certain  Rei.se,  a  confederation  or 
United  States  of  Chri.stianity?" 

"That  gives,"  said  the  Patriarch,  "the 
idea  to  a  great  degree.  Each  church  had, 
during  the  first  centuries,  autonomy  in  ad- 
ministration, and  in  affairs  having  purely 
a  local  significance  each  couatry  was  al- 
lowed to  retaiu  its  own  language  in  the 
ritual,  as  well  as  to  have  all  sacred  books 
in  the  vernacular  tongue.  In  everything 
relating  to  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of 
the  whole  Church  a  council  alone  had 
authority." 

My  next  question  was  about  the  infalli- 
bility of  the  Pope.  This  is  a  subject  upon 
which  the  Patriarch  has  very  decided 
opinion".  They  are  as  follows:  For  any 
man  to  affirm  that  he  is  the  vicegerant  of 
God  and  infallible  is  nothing  less  than 
blasphemy.  Infallibility  was  promised  to 
the  Church,  and  not  to  a  few  men  or  one 
man.  Even  if  the  primacy  had  been 
granted  by  our  Saviour  to  Ptterit  could 
by  uo  means  mnke  him  the  successor  of 
Christ ;  he  was  merely  one  of  the  twelve 
Apostles.  Christ  is  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  and  has  promised  that  his  spirit 
shall  never  depart  from  it;  therefore  no 
visible  and  mortal  head  is  necessary. 

When  a-ked  how  the  Eastern  patriarchs 
looked  U{ion  tho  invitatiou  to  attend  the 
Council  his  lIolincRi  .answered :—" We 
augured  no  gooil  of  it  We  knew  that 
Rome  has  never  made  a  movo  which  has 
not  tended  to  the  further  enslavement  of 
the  Church,  and  we  did  not  think  that  this 
would  bo  au  exception." 

H're  the  conversation  ended  ;  another 
audience  was  promised  to  mo  two  days  la- 
ter. I  hive  given  the  views  of  the  Patri- 
arch w.tbout  comment  or  addition  of  my 
own.  They  will  tend,  I  think,  to  show  that 
tho  great  difference  between  Rome,  Con- 
stantinople and  the  other  Eastern  sees  is 
one  that  relates  to  the  whole  structure  of 
the  Church  as  well  as  to  doctrines.  The 
main  dispute  in  ecclesiastical  government 
relates  to  the  temporal  and  spiritual  pow«r 
of  the  Pope,  which  is  held  in  almost  great- 
er aversion  in  the  East  than  iu  Protestant 
countries.

A  correspondent  who  has  seen  the  Rus- 
sian crown  jewels  says  thsy  ar**  kept  in 
th»  higliest  room  of  the  palace.  Thtt  t^tatr- 
cases  are  lofty,  and  the  asoent  is  tedious.  -  - 
Four  tried  ami  faithful  servants  of  the 
realm  keep  watoh  aud  ward  -two  withiu 
and  two  without  The  great  OrlofT  diamond 
turned  its  basilisk  reflection  full  upon  me. 
This  oveitops  the  Koh-i-noor  by  eight  car- 
ats in  weight,  and  1  aoQ  satisfied  the  green- 
ish tint  and  the  flaw  lessen  it  only  to  the 
groveling  mind.  Big  ?  I  could  hardly  see 
it  It  was  the  size  of  a  knob  on  a  Iwd- 
post  Tho  imperial  crowns  of  both  Em- 
peror and  Eiiipr«fS8  wuro  adorn«d  with  no- 
ble jewels  ;  the  former  resemble  a  patri- 
archal miter,  dome-shaped,  carries  ou  its 
summit  a  cross  formed  of  five  magnificent 
diami  uds,  and  supported  by  a  very  largo, 
uncut,  fcpiual  rui«y.  Eleviu  great  dia- 
nioud.",  in  a  foliated  arch  tirising  from  the 
front  and  buck,  support  this  ruby  aud 
cross,  assisted  by  a  hoop  of  pearl«.  The 
baud  for  the  bruw  carries  28  larKe  brilliants. 
The  orb  is  Kunuounted  by  a  great  sapphire, 
greenish  aud  blue,  and  a  huge  and  very 
largta  diamond.  Tho  coronet  ot  the  Em 
press  is  a  beautiful  mass  of  exquisite  gems. 
Apart  from  those  above  mentioned,  and  a 
lot  of  great  emeralds,  the  collection  is  not 
so  striking  as  that  of  Saxony.  This  may 
bo  traceable  to  the  fact  that  much  ot  it 
still  retains  its  old  silver  setting,  not  calcu- 
lated for  the  best  advautigeous  display.  It 
is  kept  covered  u)»  with  old  linen  cloths. 

Tho  Fur-lieanng  and  (iiMiic  Anininh  of 
tho  lUnky  Mountains. 

Dr.  Lathnin,  surgeon  of  the  Pacific  Rail- 
road, who  lives  on  the  Laramiue  Plains,  says 
a  great  businoss  may  ba  done  iu  tra])ping 
wild  auimals  for  their  furs  all  through  the 
Rocky  Mouutaiu  country  of  Montana,  Wy- 
oming and  ('olonido.  He  enumerates  some 
of  the  leading  animals  to  be  found  through 
all  this  region: 

Otter,  dark  and  fine;  beaver,  dark  and 
fine;  beaver,  maltese  color,  finer  than  the 
dark  ones;  beaver,  rainbow  colored  (so 
called  by  trappers);  mink,  dark,  large  and 
fine;  mink,  brown,  large  and  fine;  mink,  | 
pale,  not  so  good ;  fisher,  only  one  species ;  ] 
martin,  dark,  very  large  and  fine;  martin,  ' 
yellow;  grizzly  bear,  same  as  in  Calilornia; 
black  bear;  common  bear;  silver  fox;  black 
fox;  gray  or  white  timber  wolf;  wild  cat; 
lynx;  skuuk,  black;  skunk,  striped:  weasel, 
white;  inuskrat,  larga  and  fine.  Panther 
and  buffalo  are  plenty  north  of  North 
Platte  aud  South  of  South  Platte;  they  are 
j  also  found  on  Wind  River  and  on  the  head 
I  waters  ot  tho  Columbia.  This  entire  sec- 
I  tion  abounds  in  elk,  deer,  antelope,  moun- 
j  tain  sheep  and  all  kinds  of  small  game  com- 
mon to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  fish  iu 
abundauce  iu  the  streams.  Tep  thousand 
trappers  could  subsist  themselves  here  for 
all  time  on  the  wild  game  and  fish.  Outhe 
head -waters  of  these  streams,  away  up  to 
the  everlasting  snows,  there  is  not  more 
tkau  three  months  in  the  year  that  the  fur 
is  not  good.  

A  Snake  in  a  Ball  Room. -"A  very  intcr- 
esting  and  exciting  scene    occurred  at  a 
hall  not  many  miles  from   this  city  a  few 
evtifiiuj^s  since.     Among  the  persons  was  a 
young  l»dy   who  had    a    great    horror  of 
snakes  and  imagined  -no  matter  what  the 
season— if  she  experienced    any    unusual 
alarm,   a  snake  in  unpleasant  proximity. 
After  daLcing  awhile  she  was  greatly  dis- 
tressed by  leeling  a  scnsalion  as  though  a 
serpent  had  fixed  itself  beneath  the  folds 
of  her  dress.

I  and  it  shifted   its   position  in  tuch  a  way 
I  that  it  dangled  about  and  induced  the  be- 
I  lief  that  it  was  a  snake  with   an  enormous 
head.     The  doctor  tell  dowu  in  his  tracks 
and  couldn't  be  induced  to  undertake  the 
capture  of   another    snake  ou    any    con- 
dition.—Oma/ta  Herald. 

The  Greek  text  of  the  polyglot  inscrip- 
tion for  the  monument  in  honor  of  the 
completion  of  the  Suez  Canal  has  been  com- 
posed by  Dr.  Reinhold  Klotz,  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Leipsic,  under  a  commission  re- 
ceived from  Paris.  It  is  literally  as  follows: 
"In  the  year  of  the  Hegira  1282  (1869), 
under  the  renowned  government  of  the 
illustrious  Padish  Abdul  Azia  Chan,  Em- 
peror of  the  Ottomans,  and  under  the  wise 
rule  of  the  noble  Ismael  Pasha,  Viceroy  of 
Egypt  this  monument  was  erected  to  cele- 
brate the  excavation  ot  the  Suez  Canal, 
which  is  destined  to  approximate  the  na- 
tions of  Europe  and  Asia,  to  multiply  their 
commercial  relations,  to  promote  the  bene- 
ficient  conquests  of  civilization,  aud  to  fa- 
vor a  more  intimate  union  between  all  the 
members  of  the  human  family.  -This  great 
work  of  peace  owes  its  origin  to  the  cour- 
ageous perseverance  of  Ferdinand  Lesseps, 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  principal  mar- 
itime nations,  and  under  the  patronage  of 
the  Emperor  ot  the  French." 

Chaecoat,  fob  Horses'  Wind. — "Many 
years  ago  I  recollect,"  says  a  correspon *.ent 
of  a  London  paper,  "a  horse  being  brought 
into  the  yard  of  Joseph  Bignal,  a  celebrated 
man  for  keeping  hunters  at  Croyden.  The 
horse  was  very  much  affected  in  the  wind, 
and  could  hardly  move  from  distress.  In 
a  very  few  days  this  animal  did  its  regu'ar 
work  as  a  hunter  with  perfect  ease  and 
comfort  to  itself.  Tar  water  was  the  cure. 
Tar  is  carbon,  and  charcoal  is  also  carbon : 
charcoal  in  tho  powder  is  more  easily  given 
than  tar  water.  I  have  tried  it  with  most 
beneficial  effect,  and  I  think  it  stands  to 
reason  th  t  the  removal  of  noxious  gases 
and  flatulence  from  the  stomach  of  the 
horse  niiLst  improv  the  wind  and  condi- 
tion. Tar  is  frequently  given  with  benefit 
in  cases  of  chronic  disease  of  the  respira- 
tory organs,  but  its  effscts  are  totally  differ- 
!  ent  from  those  produced  by  charcoal  (car- 
'bon)."

Madame 
de  Talleyrand  was  no  exception  to  the  rule.

At  one  time  a 
cone  of  tire  shot  out  SiltW  miles,  and  then 
died  awiy  all  in  tt n  uiiuutes  time.

A  dispatch  from  I'lymonth,  Pa.,  dated 
Dec.  31st.  S.1T3: 

About  La!t-i>.ist  ten  o'clock  thia  morning 
the  breaker  of  tho  Washington  mine,  situ- 
ated at  the  southern  end  <.t  the  town,  was 
discovered  on  tiro.

The  fire  was   il  o  result    of  gro-a  rareless- 
>  ess  on  the  part  of  the  company  working  if 
It   appears    two   stoves   were  kept   in  the 
breaker   to    vive   heat    to  boys   employed 
there  to  pick   out   Khite  Irom  the  ci-al  «a  it 
goes   into   the  breaker,    and  tho  \npua  of 
ttiese  stoves  w-re  run   directly  through  the 
woodwork    Without     ariy    pioiection.    the 
woodwork    heated   until    it    became  of  the 
consistency  of  tiuder  and  then  i^;nited.    At 
noon  some  if  the  men  came  tip  to  dinner, 
aad,     although      every      exeition        was 
made     to     keep       ttie       fire     from     tLeir 
knowledge  the  tact  leaked  out  aud  they  be- 
came aware  for  the  tir-'t  time  of  the  terrible 
late  they  escaped.      When  they  went  down 
again  they  iniormed  the  rest  of   the  men, 
and  thev  at  once  held  an  indi::nation  meet- 
ing, and  resolved  to  go  up  oat  of  the  mine, 
when  they  got  up  ttuy  assuiibkd  the   rest 
of  the  men  belonging  to  the  mine,    in   all 
about  seventy,   and  held  another  mfetiug, 
resolving    that   they   would    not   a^ain  go 
down  into  the  mine  until  there  was  built 
two  chimneys  for  the  stove  pipes,  a  watch- 
man placed  in  charge  of  the   building  day 
and  night,  a  bell  at  the  Lottotu  of  the  shaft 
so  they  should  have  a  signal  when  there 
was  danger  at  tho  surfac-. 

Since  that  the  aiine  has  not  been  work- 
ed, and  the  m  n  still  remain  firm.  The 
proprietors,  Thomns  Broderick  A'  Ci>.,  not 
being  aLie  to  get  any  men  to  supply  the 
places  of  th'^  oM  h-iuds  Lave  yitldtd  to  the 
demands  m>  f  r  as  the  two  chimseys  are 
concerned  and  their  construe 'ion  has  com- 
menced, bv.t  thev  think  one  watchman  in 
the  night  i-i  sntlicient  and  dt  cline  to  place 
one  there  in  d.»y  time.  The  men  says  this 
only  shows  a  willingrie^s  to  proteet  their 
own  pro;  erty  and  as  their  lives  .'i^eexpo^ed 
in  day  time  they  say  tl.ey  shall  insist  on 
two  watcLuif-n   and  al.Sf)  on  the  alarm  bell.

A  conpK' of  years  hitter.  M.  I'ulni.  the 
Dutch  roiikut  M  li»  lulaTis;,  Rave  a  onij  h• 
ic  .Uscriotiiai  <  1"  an  onaii;  hnut.  Alter 
iitl'enntr  m  vain  ft  hiiuilrtnl  i1iic;its  to  the 
natives  fi>r  an  ormij;  of  fonr  or  five  ft  vt 
hiuh,  ho  heiirit  that  a  livo  ne  Lad  hr'u 
*eeu  in  hii  lit  i;;hborhootl.  "For  a  lo  i^ 
tiiii-',  iii'leeil,  we  tH;l  «>nr  \>rst  to  take  t  le 
friuhtful  be:ist.-ilive  lu  the  dense  forest  hilt 
way  ti>  I.aiul.ix.  We  forpot  even  to  cut. 
Tviial  ean  luo  e  clearly  fxpreKx  the  inti  ii- 
sity  of  iiDnt.htnan's  feelings!]  so  ansin  is 
w^i-re  we  not  to  let  him  esL'iipe.  This  pu  le 
lauittd  from  S  o'clock  in  the  niornini,' 
to  3  o  dock  m  the  afiernoon,  whtn  ve 
dtteimimd  to  shiHtt  hhu,  in  which  I  src- 
cteded  v.rv  wtll,  tor  the  bullet  Wfiit  just 
into  th.'  31. ie  of  his  chest.  We  t;ot  liiin  in- 
to the  prow  still  livini;  andVonnd  Liui  hi.-t. 
bnt  ntxt  njirniritr  he  dieA  of  his  wontids  " 
His  leHvith  Irrni  the  head  to  the  heel  w  is 
fnrty-niue  inches;  anil  his  l«ody  was  feut  fn 
Europe  in  brandy,  but  nnfortuii.ttely  tiie 
ship  was  wrf-eked. 

This  is  probably  the  earliest  anthi-ntic 
histoiy  of  ar  or«nj;  hunt.  There  are  U  w 
unimals  whose  habits  and  mode  of  life  a  e 
BO  hard  to  study  ft.s  th'-"  difff-rent  kinds  >t 
man-like rtTH'.e.  They  inhabit  r  t^'ions  iii 
pregnatetl  with  jnnple  lever,  and  bonud.  d 
tor  the  most  p-.'.rt  by  bifjbly  nmlariois 
coaiitK:  and  as  I?rofessor  Huxley  eloquently 
•bsetves: 

"Once  in  ft  generation  i  \Valla."e  may  b*> 
found  physically,  mentally,  and  morally 
qnalifie  l  to  wander  uii-cuthed  ttiniUs^h  the 
tropical  wilds  of  .\m»rica  and  ot  Asi.a;  to 
form  magnificent  coll.  etionsashe  wandei-', 
and,  withal,  to  think  out  sagaciously  tiie 
concluiions  suggested  by  the   coliections 

Eveu  with  all  his  physical  qu  lUftcatioiis 
Mr.  Walla.'e  eiii^ilorod  only  an  iiifinitesim  il 
quantity  of  the  great  surperficies  of  Borne  \ 
•  )  may  be  seen  l>y  a  reference  to  the  mnp  )f 
his  travels:  and  what  natural  history  wo  i- 
ders  may  be  discovered  when  anotiier  W'ul- 
lace  arises  and  penetrates  fairly  into  the 
interior,  it  is  impossible  to  conceive. 

Tht-  following  is  a  very  brief  abstrai-t  if 
Mr.  Wallace's  game  book,  during  his  re-  i- 
dence  among  tho  Orang-utans.  Just  a 
wefk  after  his  arrival  at  the  coal-mines,  is 
he  was  collecting  insects  about  a  quarter  if 
a  mile  from  his  honso,  hesaw  hih  lirst  Miiis. 
It  was  a  large,  red-haired  animal,  hanging 
from  the  branches  of  a  tree  under  whi.  h 
he  was  standing.  It  passed  on  from  tr  ^e 
to  tree  until  it  was  h)st  ui  the  jungle.  ( »n 
this  occasion  the  traveller  seems  not  to 
have  had  his  gun  with  him.  About  a  foit- 
night  afterward  he  was  told  that  one  w  vr 
feeding  on  a  tree,  in  a  swamp  just  beh  w 
hi.s  hoHiie,  and  got  a  shot  at  it,  the  secoi  d 
barrel  causing  it  to  fall  almoHt  ilead.  It 
was  a  male  aboKt  h  df  grown,  and  scarcely 
three  ieet  high. 

On  April  2o,  when  he  was  out  with  tvo 
Dyaks.  he  found  another  of  about  thftsaine 
fiizf,  which,  when  he  tired,  fell  with  a  l)r> 
ken  arm  and  a  wound  in  its  body.  Tlie 
two  Dvaks  attempted  to  secure  it  alive,  b  it 
eviv  111  its  wounded  state,  and  alUiough  it 
wu-  t»nly  half  gnjwn,  "it  was  too  strong  f(r 
these  yxung  stivage.s,  drawing  them  towa  d 
iUi  mouth,  netwithstiinding  all  their  etlorti, 
so  that  they  were  obliged  to  leave  go.  or 
they  would  have  been  .seriouAly  bitten.  "  It 
was  then  shot  through  the  heart. 

<  >n  Mitiy  2.  bs  found  oue  on  the  top  of  a 
very  high  tree,  aad  tired  at  but  did  not 
kill  it  - 

On  May  12,  h«  wcuteU  a  lull  grown  b>- 
niale,  three  feet  six  inches  high,  and  wi'h 
a  width  of  arms  of  Kix  ff-et  six  inchts.  She 
required  five  shots,  but  at  last  fell  tlead  en 
the  fork  of  a  tree,  from  whence  she  w  is 
brought  down  by  an  atrile  I)yak. 

Only  four  ilay?  afterwards  a  rather  larjie 
fduialfc  was  reported  a-  seen,  and  was  kill- 
eil  after  three  shots.  When  prejiariug  to 
cirry  it  h^me,  they  fouuil  a  young  oi;e  fa«e 
downwards  in  the  bog,  and  apparently  n  »- 
hurt 

Ex.actly  a  week  af.er  its  capture,  (on  M;  y 
23),  Mr.  Wallace  sncceedeil  in  shofitiug  a 
full-gnwB  male  orang-utan.  The  liintory 
of  his  capture  occnpi'  s  sevenl  pages,  a»  d 
it  was  not  till  he  had  received  six  shots  th  it 
Up  fixed  himself  on  the  branches  of  a  tri  >, 
"in  such  a  positinn  that  he  could  not  fall! 
and  lay  in  a  heap  as  if  chad  or  dying."  A 
messenger  was  sent  fur  two  Chinamen  wih 
axfs  to  cut  down  the  tree;  in  his  abscnct  a 
plucly  Dyak  climbed  towards  the  Min^, 
who  then  moved  to  a  neighboring  tree,  n 
the  den.se  branches  and  creepers  of  whic  h 
he  almost  completely  hid  hiiusdf.  Tlie 
tree  was  luckily  a  small  one,  and  when  the 
axes  arrived  its  stem  was  soon  cut  thrf>u«  i; 
but  it  was  so  bi'aecd  by  jnnirle-ropfH  at  d 
climbers  to  adjoining  trees  that  it  won  d 
not  fall  into  more  than  a  sloping  position. 
At  last  a  long  and  strong  pull  at  the  creei- 
ers  caused  it  to  shake  very  much,  "ai  d 
when  we  bad  almost  given  up  all  hop**, 
down  he  came  with  a  <  rash  and  a  thud  111  »• 
the  fall  of  a  giant.  And  h«*  wasa^iaiit, 
his  head  and  body  being  full  a*  Inrpw  as  a 
man's.  His  outsireleht d  arms  measun  d 
seven  feet  thrre  inehes  across,  and  bis 
height,  meaKuring  fairly  fr.nii  the  f/ip  if 
t^  head  to  the  heel,  was  four  feet  tvo 
inches.  The  body  just  below  the  arms  was 
as  a  man's,  the  b  r«sb<int.'exce»diii.»ly  Khf.ft 
in  proportion.  He  had  been  dreadful  y 
wouudedt  both  legs  were  broken,  one  hi  >- 
joint  and  the  root  of  the  spine  complete  y 
shattered,  and  two  bullets  were  found  flnt- 
tened  in  his  neek  and  jaws !  Yet  he  wiis 
•till  alive  when  he  fell."  His  skeleton  ai  d 
akin  now  adorn  the  muHeiun  sit  I)erby. 

Nearly  a  fortnight  after  this  adventu  e 
(June  4)  ipme  Dyaks  kilb-,J  a  yen-  finefull- 
fnrown  molH  with  spears  and  ehoppers  a 
few  miles  from  thp  mines.  The  aniru  il 
seized  its  first  aasailant's  arm  in  its  moutli 
"making  his  teeth  niect  in  the  fl,-Kh  at.o  vc 
the  elbow,  wbMh  he  tore  an  1  lacerated  in  a 
dreadful  manner." 

On  June  IS  Mr.  Wallace  shot  another  fine 
adult  male  ijHthe  act  of  feeding  on  an  ov  il 
green  frnit  faaviu^  a  fine  red    arillus,  lil  e 


the  mace  which  suironnds  tho  nutmeg,  and 
which  alone  h«'  seemed  to  eat.  biting  off 
the  thick  outer  rind,  and  dropping  it  iu  a 
continual  shower. 

till  the  21>it  ho  secured  an  adult  female; 
on  the  24(h  he  killed  a  male  of  the  largest 
size,  who,  after  an  arm  had  been  brokei;, 
"reached  tho  very  hi^'hest  part  of  an  »m- 
lueiisetrie,  and  immediattly  began  break- 
ing off  boughs  all  around,  and  laying  U>*m 
itcroKH  and  acroH.s  to  maVe  a  uaAt^so  that  iu 
a  lew  minutes  it  bad  formed  a  compact 
muss  of  fi'liaj.'e  which  eatiiely  concealed 
him  from  our  hight."  From  this  retreat  he 
eonld  not  be  stirred  by  further  shots,  Hud 
it  was  only  afliT  Ihe  lapst.  of  a  couple  of 
moi>»hs  that  two  Mahiys  brought  down. the 
dried  remains,  when  The  skull  was  foflifH 
much  shattered  by  balls. 

Three  days  later,  ho  and  his  Engli»h  as- 
sistant, I'liarlio,  had  a  long  chns..  alter 
three  orangs,  \»ho  passed  Iroiu  tree  to  tree 
at  tho  rate  of  six  miles  an  Lour,  so  as  to 
keep  their  pursuers  on  the  run,  one  of  these 
was  killed  but  cindd  not  b«>  secured. 

For  six  weeks  from  this  time  the  author 
was  kept  a  jirisouer  in  tho  hoUso  with  an 
intl.inud  ulcer. 

He  then  procee.h  d  up  a  branch  of  the 
Simunjon  Uiv.  rloSeniiibuiig,  where  orangs 
were  siiid  to  abound.  On  the  foutth  day 
after  Ins  arrival  ho  shot  a  lull-grown  male, 
of  adiflerent  species  fiem  any  he  had  pre- 
viously seen.  Finding  no  mort*  orangs 
here,  he  return.>d  to  tho  mines,  and  went 
up  another  bramh  of  the  river  to  a  place 
called  Menyille,  where  he  was  accommo- 
dated in  the  verandah  of  a  Pyak  house,  in 
which  were  several  great  baskets  of  dried 
human  heads.  The  very  ilay  of  his  arrival 
be  shot  an  adult  male  of  the  small  orang," 
which  fell  ilea.!,  but  wa-  caught  in  the  fork 
of  a  tree,  which  was  tall,  perfectly  straight, 
and  smooth  barked,  aii.l  without  a  branch 
for  fifty  or  sixty  feet.  He  tried  to  persuade 
two  young  Dyaks  to  cut  down  the  t;ee.  but 
thty'  preterred  climbing  up  it.  They 
first  went  to  a  neighboring  clump  of  bani- 
biHj,  and  cut  oiw  ot  the  Urgent  stems. 
From  thi-t  they  chopped  off  about 
a  foot,  which  they  split,  and  thus 
made  a  couple  of  stout  pegs,  which  they 
sharpene.i  at  one  end.  With  an  extem- 
porized mallet  they  drove  one  of  the  pegs 
into  the  tree,  and  t«  ste  •  its  secureuess  liy 
hanging  their  whole  weight  upim  it. 
When  about  two  dozm  ot  the8t»  pegs  were 
made,  thev  cut  soiue  Very  hmg  and  slender 
bamboo  from  lUiother  dump,  and  prepared 
some  cord  from  the  bark  of  a  t.mall  tree. 
They  I'ow  drove  in  a  peg  very  firmly  at 
aboul  three  feet  from  the  ground,  and 
brir.gibg  one  of  the  long  bamboos,  stood  it 
upright  close  to  the  tree,  and  bound  it 
firmly  to  the  first  two  pegs,  by  means  of 
the  bark  cord,  and  small  notches  near  the 
head  of  each  i>eg.  One  of  the  Dyaks  now- 
stood  on  tb.;  first  peg,  and  drove  in  a  third 
aboul  level  with  his  face,  to  which  ho  lied 
tbu  bamboo  in  the  same  way,  and  then 
mounted  another  step,  standing  on  one 
foot,  and  holding  l>y  the  bamboo  at  ihe  peg 
immediately  above  him.  while  he  drove  in 
the  ut-xt  one.  In  this  manner  he  ascended 
al  out  twenty  feet,  .when  the  upright  bam- 
boo becoming  thin,  another  was  handed  up 
liy  his  companion,  and  this  was  joned  on 
tiy  tying  both  bamboos  to  three  or  four  of 
the  pegs.  When  this  was  also  nearly  end- 
ed, a  third  was  added,  and  shortly  alter  the 
lowest  branches  ol  the  tree  were  reached, 
al  >ng  which  tho  young  Dyak  scrambled, 
and  soon  sent  the  Mitis  tumbling  headlong 
down. 

At  this  station  he  afterwards  shot  two 
adult  females  and  two  young  ones;  and  on 
his  return  down  the  stream  ho  ha  I  the 
good  fortune  to  secure,  after  a  long  chi\se, 
with  the  water  of  thi-  flooded  country  up  to 
his  waist,  a  vi  ry  old  Mias,  whicli,  when 
measured,  turned  out  to  be  by  far  the 
largest  specimen  he  had  met  with;  for 
though  the  standing  height  was  the  same 
as  the  othtrs  (lour  feet  t*o  inches),  yet  the 
outstretched  arms  were  seven  feet  nine 
inches  (which  was  ^ix  inches  more  than 
in  the  animiU  killed  on  May  23),  while  the 
immense  broad  laco  was  thirteen  and  a 
half  inches,  whereas  the  widest  he  had  pre- 
viously seen  was  only  eleven  and  a  half 
inches*  and  tho  girth  of  the  body  was  3 
feet  7i  inchts.  From  thege  measurements 
Mr.  Wallace  is  inclined  to  believe  that  "the 
length  and  strength  of  the  arms,  and  the 
width  of  the  face,  continue  mcresuig  to  a 
very  great  age,  while  the  standing  height 
from  the  sole  of  the  foot  to  tho  crown  of 
the  head,  rarely,  if  ever,  exceeds  1  feet  2 
inches." 

This  was  the  last  Mias  that  Mr.  Wallace 
shot,  making  his  sixteenth  victim;  and,  as 
nine  of  these  were  killed  betwien  April  24. 
and  June  27,  the  sport  must  las  regarded 
as  decidedly  good.  We  give  these  details 
of  his  successful  sport  iu  the  hope  that  we 
may  induce  some  enterprising  countryman 
to  forego  his  deer-stalking  for  a  seauon, 
with  a  view  of  trying  his  hand  at  his  "poor 
relations'  in  Itorneo,  where  he  will  not 
only  find  a  hearty  welcome  from  the 
Dyaks,  who  regard  the  Mias  as  their  natu- 
ral enemy,  butmaj"  sucyeed  iu  solving  the 
problem  referred  to  by  Mr.  Wallace,  as  to 
the  supposed  existence  of  a  Bornean  orang 
as  large  as  a  gorilla. 

At  first  si'y'ht  it  appears  iu*'xplicable  why 
the  Mias  should  only  be  found  in  certain 
parts  of  J3orn«>  and  Sumatra;  why,  for  ex- 
ample it  should  be  quite  unknown  in  the 
Sarawak.  The  habits  and  mode  of  life  ol 
the  animal  explain  this  apparent  difficulty. 
It  requires  a  wide  extent  of  unbroken  and 
equally  lofty  virgin  forest,  where  the  coun- 
try is  low,^evel  and  swampy,  for  its  com- 
fortable existence.  "Such  forests  form 
their  open  country,  from  tree-top  to  tree- 
top  without  ever  being  obliged  to  descend 
to  earth,"  These  conditions  exist  where 
the  Mias  is  found,  whilti  in  Sarawak  there 
is  no  continufuis  forest,  the  soil  being 
principally  occupied  by  the  Niga  palm. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  Mr. 
Wallace's  account  ot  the  habits  and  mode 
of  life  of  the  Mias  when  at  home  iu  his  na- 
tive forests: 

He  may  be  seen  walking  deliberately 
along  the  larger  branches,  in  the  semi- 
erect  attitude  consequent  on  the  great 
length  of  his  arms  and  the  shortness  ot  his 
le^s;  and  this  disproportion  between  the 
limbs  is  further  increased  by  his  walking 
on  his  knuckles  and  not  on  the  palms  of 
his  hands.  He  chooses  branches  which  in- 
termingle with  an  adjoining  tree,  and  seiz- 
ing thn  opposite  boughs,  tries  their 
strength  and  quickly  swings  onwards;  never 
jumping  or  swingin^',  yet  managing  to  got 
along  at  the  rate  ofsix  miles  an  hour.  The 
long  and  powerful  arms  are  of  the  greatest 
use  in  enabling  the  animal  to  climb  with 
eaae  the  loftiwst  trees,  to  pluck  fruit  for 
food,  and  to  gather  leaves  and  branches 
with  which  to  make  its  nest. 

We  have  already  described  how  it  forms 
a  nest  wh«  n  wounded,  but  it  uses  a  similar 
one  to  sleep  on;  and  each  animal  is  said  to 
make  a  fresh  one  every  night.  If,  however, 
this  were  the  case,  Mr.  Wallace  thinks 
that  the  deserted  nt  sts,  or  their  remaids, 
would  be  far  more  abundant  than  is  actual- 
ly the  case.  The  Dyaks  say  that  when  it  is 
very  wet,  the  Mias  covers  himself  over, 
altnr  he  has  gone  to  bed,  with  leaves  of 
pandanus  or  large  ferns  He  remains  in 
bed  till  the  sun  has  dried  up  the  dew. 
These  animals  feed  all  through  tho  middle 
of  the  day;  their  diet  consisting  almost  ex- 
clusively of  fruit  with  occasiional  leaves, 
bud-  anil  seeds.  The  celebrated  Durian  is 
a  Hpeeial  favorite,  and  is  eaten  voraciously 
wherever  it  grows  surrounded  by  forest; 
but  they  will  not  cross  clelbinga  to  get  at 
it.  In  only  extreme^a-es-  as  when  se- 
verely pressed  by  hflbgcr  or.  thirst- will 
they  descend  to  the  ground. 

According  to  the  Dyal»',  the  only  <hii- 
mals  that  ever  venture  to  attack  the  Mias 
are  the  crocodile  and  the  python;  and  they 
always  fall  victims  to  their  temerity.  The 
only  chance  which  the  crocodile  has  of  at- 
tiu-bing  him  is  when  the  Mias  is  driven  to 
fie«  k  fiMid  on  the  banksj  of  a  river;  bnt  on 
trying  to  seize  him,  the  Mias  springs  on 
his  enemy's  back,  and  kids  him  by  main 
strength,  pnlliog  open  the  jaws  and  ripping 
up  the  throat  One  of  Mr.  Wallace's  in- 
formants stated  that  he  had  seen  Mich  a 
fight.  What  a  splendid  subject  for  a  pic- 
ture by  Landsert- 1 

The"  habit  which  these  animals  have  of 
throwing  down  branches  upon  tlwir  as- 
aailants,  has  been  doubted  by  some  writers; 
but  Mr.  Wallace  has  seen  it  on  At  least 
three  separate  occasions,  in  all  of  which, 
however,  it  was  a  female  who  behaved  in 
this  way. 

These  animals  exhibit  no  gregarious  ten- 
dencies.    "I   have  n*ver,"    says  Mr.    Wal- 


lace, "fceii  t\to  full-grown  animal's  togeth- 
er; but  both  male  and  temaloa  are  some- 
times accompanied  by  half  grown  young 
ones,  while,  at  other  times,  three  or  four 
young  ones  wore  aeoa  in  company."  Thank- 
ful as  we  are  to  this  distingtiiuhed  traveler 
for  tho  iiifuriuatiou  which  he  has be«n  iiblu 
to  collect  regarding  these  hideous  proto- 
types of  tnan,  wo  cannot  help  feeling  that 
tiier*  it)  much  yet  to  learn  regarding  their 
social  I)^'.  "Tho  Memoirs  of  a  Mya«.' 
writt(>u  by  himself,  would  fill  up  many 
blanks  which  no  human  obsnrver  could 
ever  have  an  opfioituuity  of  supplying.- 
Uutortunately  for  si  ienco  -though  perhaps 
wo  shouhl  say  lortanately  for  humanity 
and  proprii  ty  -  no  credence  niii  be  at- 
tached to  ihn  stori<  s  ol  the  anthropoid  ape 
carrying  off"  native  women  to  share  lln-ir 
nests;  otherwise  wo  might  in  this  way  have 
acipiired  si^ime  trustworthy  information  re- 
garding their  mauuers  and  habits  of  life.

Skatlnc   Bwlta-PKrl*    Styles  lu  Drcttn.

Suits  of  rich  material  and  from  eleganl 
designs  have  been  prepared  for  the  skating 
season.  ,\lthougli  the  season  will  be  short, 
it  will  doubtless  be  brilliant,  jndging  from 
the  preparations  wloeh  Inive  hem  made  in 
ardent  anticii>aliou  of  this  exhilarating  ex- 
ercise. 

An  imported  suit  is  attiaclive  from  its 
uovelly.  The  material  is  a  heavy  doth  ol 
a  dark  brown  shade,  with  a  full,  short  skirt 
made  plain,  tho  lower  edge  tiimnied  with  a 
band  of  sealskin  five  inches  wide.  Wnii 
this,  Knickerbockers  of  tho  same  matrial 
are  worn,  the  band  hiddou  by  very  high 
boots  that  have  a  band  of  fur  uptui  the 
tops.  A  vest  of  cloth  l  hat  buttons  closely 
has  sleevDs  that  are  clasped  at  th  i  hand 
with  gold  buttons.  Over  this  is  worn  a 
seal.•^km  jacket,  fitting  quite  cl<  sdy,  aiui 
white  linen  collarsand  cufi'^;  while  a  jaunty 
httle  sealskin  cap.  with  brilliant  feather, 
completes  Ike  costume. 

A  pretty  stylo  is  a  skirt  trimmed  with 
two  or  lliree  bands  of  lur;  a  short  basque 
edged  with  lur.  Over  this  may  be  worn  a 
half-fitting,  doublo-breasted  sack.  The  hat 
should  be  of  Astrachan  or  sealskin, mul  the 
gloves  have  a  band  of  fur  at  tho  wrists, 
though  fur  gaunth  ts  would  bo  more  desir- 
able. Young  misses  whostf  skirls  are  (|Mite 
short  requite  leggings  of  all  wool  knit  in 
ribs,  or  of  ribbed  material. 

Velveteen  is  also  used  for  skating  suits, 
trimmed  with  fur  or  Astrachan,  but  the  nuist 
showy  suits  are  made  of  Ihe  waterproof  tar 
tans,  in  brilliant  Scotch  colors.  They  have  a 
bright,  gay  and  warm  look,  which  is  more 
desirable  in  skating  costume  than  richness 
and  elegance. 

Shoes  for  Bkatiug,  should  have  low  broad 
heels,  as  the  high,  pointed  heel,  causes  an 
undue  strain  upon  the  ankle,  and  detracts 
from  the  gracefulness  of  motion.  Among 
new  goods  received  arestriiud  balmorals  in 
t.right  llonian  cojors,  for  ladies'  skating 
wear,  and  blue  scarlet  merino  stockings; 
but  the  latter  are  not  much  in  favor. 

A  novelty  is  a  skating  suit  for  gentlemen. 
It  consists  of  a  double-breasted  overcoat, 
made  of  heavy  beavtr  cl.>th,  or  chinchilla, 
with  f  ir  collar,  and  band  of  fur  at  the 
wrists,  and  on  the  edge  of  the  coat,  or  As 
trachan;  butsealskin  is  considered  the  most 
stylish.  The  Canadian  cap  completes  the 
costume.  It  is  made  with  a  pointed  crown, 
crushed  iu  the  centre,  or  the  point  button- 
ed on  one  side,  and  has  a  band,  like  a  tur- 
ban, ol  sealskin  or  some  other  fur. 

PARIS  FASHIONS, 

In  Paris,  round  hats  are  not  so  generally 
worn  as  they  are  here;  very  few  elegantly- 
dressed  ladies  wear  them  on  grand  occa- 
sions. Bonnets  new  worn  have  a  coronal 
of  light  velvet,  from  which  long  feathers 
tall  back  over  the  chignon.  A  novelty  of 
the  season  is  a  bonnet  of  crepe  d<  c/oi.-. 
composed  of  a  black  velvet  coronal  and  a 
tuft  of  feathers.  Falling  from  the  crown 
is  a  scarf  of  crepe,  edged  with  a  deep  silk 
fringe,  and,  crossing  upon  the  chest,  is 
clapped  by  a  small  brooch. 

Paris  drewesfor  lull-dn.ss  receptions  are 
in  long  train,  atid  many  of  tho  fashionable 
silks  re.iemble  the  old  style  brocades  of  the 
time  of  Maria  Antoinette.  An  elegant 
dress  of  rose-colored  brocade  is  made  with 
a  long  train,  opening  in  front  over  au  um- 
derskirt,  with  two  flounces  of  while  lace 
wrought  in  beautiful  designs.  The  corsage 
is  made  to  simulate  a  basque  at  the  back, 
and,  rounding  in  front,  is  open  to  the 
neck,  displaying  a  white  satin  vest,  with  a 
frill  of  lace. 

A  novel  style  is  a  white  silk  with  butter- 
fly-shaped bows  of  black  gros-grain  silk 
the  whole  length  of  the  skirt.  Over  the 
medium  low  corsage  is  worn  a  fiohu.  or 
pointed  crape  of  white  lace  embroidered 
with  very  fine  pearls.  With  this  was  worn 
a  bertha  decorated  with  pearls.  An  elegant 
satin  dress  without  train  is  made  with  a 
short  tunic  and  a  lull  panier,  the  waist 
trimmed  with  white  lace,  and  an  elegant 
lace  cravat  is  worn  upon  the  neck.  The 
wrap  worn  with  this  dress,  in  the  carriage, 
is  of  rich  velvet,  trimmed  with  wide  bands 
of  sable  fur. 

The  Most  Co^illJ  ShackU'H  Ever  Made. 

[From  the  Hartford  Tinaes.] 
We  were  shown  this  morning  a  novel 
chain,  made  entirely  of  S20  gold  pieces, 
all  of  the  coinage  of  1869.  It  was  made  for 
a  singular  purpose.  Some  fifteen  yt  arsngo 
a  man  named  Clark  was  sentenced  to  the 
state  prison  from  New  Haven  by  the  order 
ot  the  Superior  Court.  He  had  been  con- 
victed of  murder,  bnt  it  was  proved  that 
he  was  insane  at  the  time  he  committed  the 
deed;  so  he  was  oidy  confined  to  await  the 
further  crders  of  the  Court.  During  all 
this  time  he  has  condor  ted  himself  in  a 
harmless  manner,  spending  his  time  in 
light  work  and  carryit  g  trifles,  but  no 
efforts  have  been  made  for  any  other  dis- 
position of  him  until  recently,  when 
t^ie  matter  was  taken  up  by 
Mr.  H.  C.  Dorsey,  ot  Pawtucket,  R.  I  , 
known  as  the  Conuict's  Friend,  who  has 
made  application  for  his  release.  The  case 
has  been  taken  in  charge  by  Hon.  E.  K. 
Foster,  formerly  State  Attorney  for  New 
Haven  county,  who  appeared  before  Judge 
Pardee,  at  the  Superior  Court,  in  this  city. 
Mr.  Dorsey  intended  that  Clark  shculd  be 
brought  into  court  bound  with  tho  golden 
chain  above  referred  to,  but  it  was  found 
that  his  presence  was  not  necessary.  No 
time  has  yet  been  settled  fv>r  a  hearin  of 
the  case. 

The  chain  is  composed  of  sixty-six  twen- 
ty-dollar gold  pieces  — that  number.  Dr. 
Dorsey  says,  representing  the  number  of 
words  in  the  Lord's  prayer.  They  are  all 
bright  new  coins,  fresh  from  the  mint,  and 
have  never  been  used.  They  are  fastened 
together  with  small  gold  links.  The  value 
of  the  chain  is  $1,320,  outside  the  work  and 
links. 

Two  Curious  NerdlM. 

The  King  of  Prussia  recently  visited  a 
needle  manufactory  in  his  kingdom,  in  or- 
der to  see  what  machinery,  combined  with 
the  human  hand,  could  )iroduce.  Ho  was 
shown  a  number  of  superfine  needles,  thou- 
sands of  which  together  did  not  weigh  halt 
an  ounce,  and  marvelled  how  such  minute 
objects  could  be1)icrced  with  au  eye.  But 
he  was  to  see  that  in  this  respect  even 
something  still  finer  and  more  perfect  could 
be  created.  The  borer-  that  is,  the  work- 
man whose  business  it  is  to  bore  tho  eye  in 
these  needles  -asked  for  a  hair  trom  the 
monarch's  head.  It  was  readily  given,  and 
with  a  smile.  He  placed  it  at  once  unib  r 
the  boring  machine,  made  a  hole  in  it  with 
the  greatest  care,  furnished  it  with  a  thread, 
and  then  handed  the  singular  needle  to  the 
astonished  King. 

The  second  curious  needle  is  in  the  pos- 
session of  Queen  Victoria.  It  was  made 
at  the  celeliratcd  needle  manufactory  at 
Reddish,  and  represented  the  cohmin  ot 
Trajan  in  miniature.  This  well  known  Ro. 
man  column  is  adorned  with  various  sceneH 
ill  sculpture  which  immortalize  Traj m's 
heroic  actions  in  war.  On  this  diininiilive 
neeille  scenes  in  the  life  of  Queen  Victoria 
are  represented  in  relief,  V»u!  so  finely  cut 
and  so  small  that  it  requires  a  inagiiifying 
glass  to  see  them.  'J'ho  Victoria  needle 
can,  moreover,  be  opened;  it  contains  a 
number  of  needles  of  smaller  size,  whidi 
are  equally  adorned  with  seem  8  iu  relief.
